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Can Mexicans Give Pence to Maxieo?
Tax memorandum of the Seoretary of Bate,
reocontly puhllshod. aund the ocorrespondence
botween his department and ex-Minister
Campbell, explicitly declares the polioy of tha
Administration, #o far a8 the attitnde of the
United States towards the repablic of Mexico
is concerned. In his memorandum Mr, Baw-
ard deolares:—'‘That nation seems at last to
have trinmphed over all its internal and for-
elgn enemiss, and to have reached a orisia
when, if left alone, it may beexpected to restore

lity and to reorganize itself upon por-
manent foundations of union, freedom, and
republican government. Only some great
national injury, wrong, or offense would
justify this Government in suddenly assuming
& hottils or even an unfriendly attitude towards
the republic of Mexico,” ‘While in his corres-
pondence, in equally explicit words, he in-
ptructs our Minister; —“'The Government de-
gires, in regard to the future of Mexico, not
the conquest of Mexico, or any part of it or
the aggrandizemont of the United Btates by
purchade of land or dominion; but, on the other
hand, they desire to see the people of Mexico
rolleved from all foreign military intervention,
to the end that they may resume the conduoct
of their own affairs under the existing repub-
lioan Government, or sach other form of gov-
ernment as, being left in the enjoyment of
perfeot liberty, they may desire to adopt in
the exercise of their own free will, by their
own free aot, without dictation from any for-
oign country, and, ef course, without diota-
tion from the United States.”

From this it will be seen that, so far as we
are concerned, Mexico is to be laft to take care
of herself. Nor is there any danger of any
interference from any foreign quarter. The
expreasions of all the Governments of the Old
World are in opposition to touching that
fatal country again, and all look to the United
Btates as the power which ought to interfere,
if any interference is proper. So that we may
infer that, if peace is to reign in Mexioo, it
must be brought about by Ler own people. In
this connection the query naturally arises, and
grows into vital importanve, Can Mexicans
govern themselves ! 'We do not want to in-
dootrinate a people, but we are emphatically
of the opinion that our sister republic is inca-
Poble of sell-government. It is always fair to
grgue from the pastto the future, and, look-
ing over the history of Mexico, we see no
cause for anticipating anything but a series of
bloody revolutions. Within the past twenty-
one years there have been seventeen revolu-
tions in that country, revolutions as complate
as that of 1688 or of 1793, or even of 1776.

A Government has been erected seemingly
endowed with all the elements of perpetuity.
It ia revered by a greal majority of the people,
and no soomer is it established than a rival
gprings up, the people flock to him, and the
now power is in the ascendant, Then follows
8 fearful butchery of the subdued. Life is
consMered of the most trivial importance.
Property is conflscated, and falls into the pos-
gossion of the victers. The leaders, bafore
poor, now become rich, and while seemingly
seated in safety, are again snddenly displaced.
Then follows & desire to divide their wealth,
and capital and power once more change hands.
Meanwhile the foreigners who reside in the
Btate are considered by both parties as their
natural enemies and lawful prey. The old
Baxon idea of an alien obtains in
our neighboring country, and every na-
tive thinks he has & right to despoil the
intruder of all he can secnre. Life is always
in danger, property is snything but desirable,
talent ia fearful of displaying itself lest it be
made the target for jealousy, and anarchy of
the worst kind is the order of the day. Suach
ia the record of the past quarter of a con-
tury, and from it have we any right to infer
that & permanent Government will be esta-
blished in the future ! Has the nature of the
Mexican peopls changed, or has the republic
now any stronger foundations than its dozen
predecessors ! We think not. Although at

the present moment Juarez is the suprome
power, it is idle 1o speculate how long he will
go continue. As long as his treasury con-
tinues as empty as it s to-day, we think he
will be safe from molestation. It Is the acou-
mulation of treasure which excites the avarice
of the freebooters, and Induoes them

to effect a leagus and set up a

The Cheering Prospects of the Autumn
Trade.

Wedo not kazard muoh when wa assert that
the prospects for an exceedingly brisk autumn
trade are better than they have bean since the
days of 1860. It seems as thongh a combina-
tion of favorable ciroumstances is working to
enos more fill the arterles of the mercantile
body, and give renewed life to the drooping
spirits of our merchants. We have alraady
briefly reforred to the canses which will lead
to an enormous incresse in the activity of
business. We have instanced the fact that the
gtock om hand is nearly exhausted; that the
fesling of insecurity attendant on the condition
of the national finances has gradually given
way to a reliance on the credit of the wuation;
and that the dread of a panio gimilar to that of
1867 has subsided, and we hear not even the
groans of the Locofocos, who as n rule see no
good thing in the present, but only bemoan
the past,

United with these are the splendid prospeots
of the crops. A few days ago we republished
an artiele from the New York Nation on
“‘Nature as an Agrarvian.'' In it was clearly
shown how the orops wonld affect capital and
labor; how the fall of brosdstufls would tend
to brighten the prospects of every one, exoept
the enormounsly rich; how the peopls, as a
whole, would be able fo indulge in luxuries
from which they had been heretofore excluded;
how this capability wounld at once be followed
by the indulgence, and thus an impetus be
given to trade which would set all the wheels
of mercantile operations in full motion. In
addition to all these, there is another source of
trade which has been closed for six years, and
which ix now about again to open its flood-
gates and welcome the stores to be furnished
from the North. The South, so long lying
lifeless and helpleas, is now, nnder the benign
influence of Congressionsl reconstruction,
once more showing signs of financial pros.
perity. Alldoubt astothe political futureof that
gection hag been set at rest by the determined
and wise policy of the National Legislature.
The Southern people know just what to expeot
in the future, and know that if they walk in a
certain path it will lead them to renewed pros-
perity. Wo are glad to see that there can be
little doubt but that the great mass of the
Southern people are walking in the right
road. The New Orleans 7imes, speaking of
the subject, says:—

‘It I8 the expresyed opinlon of many influen-
tinl Soulberners, whose standing and services
command respeol, and glve them ajust olnlm
to advise, that Iln the present anomalons eondl-
tion of the Houth, socially and politicatly, he is
the best oltigen, the truest to the interaits of
the reglon whereln be dwells, who, disearding
all ldea of actively taking part in itienl
affulrs, devoles his time, energies, and {ntellect
first to the improvement of his own condition,
and sécond to the encouragement and supoort of
measures caloulated to revive the prosperity of
the South.

denoes from all paris of the South Loat the
action of the great majority of the people, inelu-
ding nearly sll who have lmportant interests at
stake, Is ip accordance with that opinlon, and
1o know 1hal the mass of the people of New
Orleans are not behind thelr brethren (o this
respect,’’

Nor is this mere boasting. All reports and
letters which have reached us go to ghow that
the people are at last working in earnest;

than political status. Tha result of their
energies and their success will be at once
apparent, After providing for the nacessaries
of life, a balance will be on hand to invest in
the luxuries.

The jobbers
muet come North for supplies, and being able

to buy cheaper, will buy more and
sell cheaper, The question arises, Where
will they go for their goods?
